The Lowden announcement was 
made through John G. Oglesby, for- 
mer lieutenant governor and now head 
of the farm bureau committee of the 
Republican national committee, and 
former State Senator Clarence F. 
Buck. It put Lowden, who was con- 
sidered the champion of the agricul- 
tural cause in America, on record, 
although Earl C. Smith, president of 
the Illinois Agricultural association, is- 
sued a statement in which the thought 
was expressed that Hoover had not 
gone far enough. 


Lowden Feels Encouraged. 

“With reference to agriculture,” 
Mr. Lowden’s statement continued, 
“his frank recognition of the agri- 
cultural problem as the most urgent 
economic problem in our nation to- 
day is very heartening 

“I have stated, I think a thousand 
times, that a general acknowledgment 
that the problem exists would be half 
the battle. If there had been such 
reeognition years ago, the agricultural 
situation would be vastly different to- 
day. | 
“Mr, Hoover's ampirations to bring 


equality with other groups has my 
heartiest approval. I think, nowéver, 
it will be found pfactically that his 
proposed stabilization corporation can 
only attain the object which he hopes 
to accomplish if the cost to the corpo- 
ration of stabilizing the price of any 
commodity be distributed over the 
commodity involved and not taken 
from the public treasury.” 


“Mr. Hoover in his acceptance 
speech,” Mr. Lowden declared in his 
statement, “frankly recognizes that 
the most urgent economic problem in 
our nation today is agriculture; and 
that the solution of this question con- 
stitutes the most important obligation 
of the nation. No farm organization 
could ask for more in the way of gen- 
eral e on. 

“In my judgment, Mr. Hoovers 
statement fails to give assurance of 
the means that will be adequate to 
secure the ends promised. He promises 
higher tariffs, waterway improvement 
and a farm board to set up stabiliza- 
tion corporations financed by govern- 
ment loans. This last proposal was 
the basis of the Crisp bill, which con-

4 COLLEGE YOUTHS

John B: Colohan today told how his 
four comrades were drowned. 

The four men, whose bodies have not 
been recovered, were: Trowbridge Cot. 
trell of Westerly; John Mellvain of 
Ardmore, Pa.; Lloyd G. Bankson of 
Philadelphia, and Joseph H. Scales Jr. 
of Louisville, Ky. 

Colohan said that the quintet left 
Watch hill for Fisher’s island in Mc- 
Iivain’s boat. The trip over was un- 
eventful. Early in the evening, he 
said, they started back. 

„A sudden gust of wind hit the sail 
and tipped .us over,” said Colohan. 
“We all climbed to the bottom of the 
boat and tried to right the craft. 


We swam around for a while trying 
to get ter righted and then we all 
climbed on the side. Cottrell was the 
first to disappear. I think Mellvain 
started to swim ashore. He was next 
to disappear.” 

„After the disappearance of MclIl- 
vain, Colohan, clinging to the capsized 
craft, apparently lost consciousness. 
He could not recall whether Bankson 
and Scales lost their grip on the boat 
or whether they attempted to swim 
for shore. Ten hours after the boat 
capsized a fisherman saw the Alden. 
He made for the wreck, to find Colo- 
han delirious from exhaustion and 
shock.

Steeple jack 
at 76 Finds 
Luck Is Odd 


Years ago John Grimmins was a 
steeplejack. 

That meant something. A steeple- 
jack was a man of iron determination, 
a man of muscular prowess. If he 
lacked the courage to climb the high- 
est flagpole or to cling with one hand 
to a cross atop a church while he 
gilded it with the other, he wouldn't 
have lasted long at his profession. 

And John Grimmins lasted. He be- 
gan being a human fly when he was 
in his early twenties. For thirty, per- 
hape forty years, he held on. 


Steeplejack Is Youth’s Job. 

His friends are a little vague about 
just when he ceased his dangerous 
work. But they know he didn’t quit 
because he was afraid. It was be- 
cause people who had steeplejacking 
that needed doing declined to let a 
white haired old fellow risk his brittle 
bones too far from the ground. 

Now John Grimmins is 76 years old. 
He has never admitted that he is too 
old to climb. 

„What's the trouble with that kind 
of a job?” he asked a group of youths 
who stopped in front of his home at 
1040 South Leavitt street last evening 
to hear his reminiscences. “You go 
up and you hold on and you can’t 
fall off if you don’t lose your grip.” 

Thinks Ground Dangerous. 

“TI spent about as much of my time 
in the air as I did on the ground and 
never got hurt. I'd be safer on top 
of a steeple than I would down here 
on the ground.” 

His hearers moved off. So did 
John Grimmins. As he walked across 
Roosevelt road at Leavitt street Leroy 
Pflum, 17 years old, 1843 South Wash- 
burne avenue, riding a motorcycle, 
struck John Grimmins, with a 
fractured skull, was taken to the 
county hospital. Physicians described 
his condition as critical.

At one side, one man leaned 
on a shovel and another on a brush. 
Throughout a fifteen minute period, 
they did not even quiver. 

A passerby, interested in methods of 
street repairing, stopped to ask some 
questions. Four or five of the men 
ceased operations to advise him. A 
pail of water was brought to the per- 
spiring workmen and a general recess 
was declared.

SAVES 12 HOURS

amphibian plane loaded with mail * 
tossed by a catapult from the deck 
the French liner lle de France, 450 
miles off port, this afternoon. As a 
result, a copy of the Paris edition of 
Tue CHicaco Trisuns printed on Aug.

It was 
part of the first mail shipment from 
liner to plane to shore scheduled as 
regular service later. 

The plane made the ship-to-shore 
flight in about four hours, landing at 
the French line pier on the North 
river at 6:30 o'clock. The liner will 
not reach her dock until tomorrow 
morning. 

The flight inaugurates a regular 
ship-to-shore mail service, which is 
expected to cut approximately sixteen 
hotrs from trans-Atlantic mail serv- 


Tell Scope of Service. 

Inclosed with the copy of THE C- 
cao TRIsUNE Paris edition on the 
initial trip was a letter from Henry 
Wales, Paris correspondent of THE 
CHICAGO TRIBUNE, to the New York 
correspondent of the paper outlining 
the scope, aims, and rates of the serv- 
ice. It follows: 

“ Herewith today’s European edi- 
tion which we are mailing via the 
new airplane-steamship service start- 
ing in connection with this voyage of 
the lle de France. If weather per- 
mits, the airplane will be catapulted 
from the deck of ‘the liner the day 
before she is due to arrive at New 
York, which should be Monday next, 
Aug: 13. The plane will skirt the 
shore from somewhere near Halifax, 
flying down to New York. 

“ Eventually the same thing will be 
done on this side, the airplane taking 
off from the ship when it is still 
a full day out from Europe, e- 
where south of Ireland, and flying to 
Brest or Cherbourg, and then through 
to Le Bourget airdrome at Paris. 


Catapulted from Deck. 


“The extra price for this mail is 
extremely heavy, ten francs [forty 
cents] for each 10 grammes or frac- 
tion. This letter with the newspaper 
inclosed, is costing about a dollar’s 
postage [30 francs].”’ 

The machine, a biplane, piloted by 
Commander Louls Demougeot, was 
shot by catapult from the boat deck 
of the liner. The catapult consists 
of a short runway and a wheeled 
launching carriage which is capable of 
hurling an eight ton load into the 
air at a speed of sixty miles an hour.

THE LAKE FRONT AIRPORT. 
A group of Chicagoans has bought 800 acres of 
land in Du Page.county to be used as a landing 
and training field for aviators and for airplane 
factories and shops, The buyers are alive to the 
growth of commercial aviation in this country and 
they propose to establish the airplane building in- 
uustry in the Chicago region. The effort is cal- 
culated to enhance the wealth and prestige of 
Chicago in a new direction and deserves support 
and encouragement. 

| This activity of private individuals is in marked 
contrast to the backwardness of public officials. 
Chicago now has a municipal field on the south- 
west side but it is inadequate. There is general 
agreement that present, not to speak of future, | 
requirements demand the construction of a land- 
ing field on the lake front, close to the center of 
the city. With such a field, Chicago would gain 
the maximum advantage from the speed of air 
communication. 

The south park board offered to build such a 
geld on an island south of Soldiers’ field. The 
city administration refused to waive certain rights 
it holds to the site for harbor purposes, and pro- 
posed to build the field itself. The south park 
board’ thereupon withdrew its offer, and as the 


field, the prospect of getting it built is not bright. 
The n has been made that the city 
izsue bonds for the project. There are at least 
two seridus obstacles to this course: the city’s 
bonding power is limited and the voters at the 
last election showed that they were in no mood 
to grant the present administration the right 
10 borrow for any purpose, however urgent. 

It is evident that the only way Chicago is likely 
to get the lake front airport for many years to 
come is through the south park board. The in- 
itiative should come from the city council. If the 
aldermen vote to waive the harbor rights and 
authorize the park board to go ahead, the island 
may be built and functioning before the centen- 
nial celebration in 1933. Otherwise, the delay 
may rival that experienced in siving Chicago @

| PRIMARY WILL SOLVE 
SMITH AND ANTI-SMITH 
SENTIMENT IN TEXAS 


San Antonio, Tex., Aug. 
The way was paved for a test of 
Smith and anti-Smith sentiment in 
Texas when the Democratic state ex- 
ecutive committee here today certified 
the name of Thomas B. Love of Dal- 


ernor in the rtnoff primary Aug. 25. 

Love, former Democratic national 
committeeman for Texas, has an- 
nounced he will vote for Herbert Hoo- 
ver for President. In the runoff pri- 
mary he will be opposed by Lieut. 
Gov. Barry Miller, who has pledged 
support to Gov. Alfred E. Smith, the 
Democratic presidential nominee. 
Love's name was certified by the com- 
mittee after Miller had urged such 
action. 
The committee disregarded a resolu- 
tion adopted at a meeting of regu- 
lar Democratic leaders of the state 
at Austin last week which demanded 
that bolters be barred from the 
runoff primary. 
In the first primary Lieut. Gov. 
Miller polled the most votes but failed 
of a majority. Love, whose name was 
left off the ballot in several counties 
because of his stand against the party 
presidential nominee, ran second.

Tariff Not an Issue, 


So far as the tariff is concerned 
the general attitude reflected by the 
great manufacturing groups is that it 
is a matter of small concern this 
time, there being little difference be- 
tween the attitudes of Hoover and 
Smith on the question.

DRINKING TRY 


Those Folks Like White 
Mule Much and Often. 


BY JOHN STEELE. 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Aug. 13. 
Any one who is interested in the 
subject of drink from any point of 


countries around the Baltic sea for 
in them he will find in small compass 
as many kinds of drinking habits, as 
many kinds of drink regulations and 
as many kinds of results as there are. 
in the world. 

On the trip which I am just con- 
cluding I began the study of liquor 


many lessons for an American with 
a pre-Volstead memory. The Germans 


are industrious and honest beer drink - 
ers. Sometimes they may take a little 
schnapps and if they can afford it 
some wine, but beer is the great stand- 
by of the German people. 

Poland Likes “High Power.” 

It is when one arrives in Poland 
that one feels that one is in a new 
drinking world. .Here beer ceases to 
be liquor, It is: just drink, like ice 
Water in America. Every one drinks 
it when he is thirsty, early in the 
morning and late at night and in be- 
tween. It is good beer, but it lacks 
alcoholic authority. They say it ts 
something like one and a half per cent 
alcohol, but that is hard to believe. 

Here for the first time one meets 
the drink of the Baltic states. It has 
various names, but it is always the 
same. The Poles call it slivovitz, and 
right here I am going to anticipate: 
the know-it-all who will say slivovitz 
is prune brandy as made in Jugo-Slavia. 
The Polish slivovitz is made from rye 
or potatoes and is a white uncolored 
alcohol. 

The usual thing is to have one or 
two before every meal and one or two 
more during the meal, and a couple 
after. If you take any more the Poles 
may conclude that you are a drunk- 
ard, but if you refuse this ration you 
are apt to be pitied as having a poor 
head for liquor.

Arlington Park may have been saved 
yesterday from Terry Druggan and 
Frankie Lake, the beer salesmen and 
unwelcome horsemen. 


And this is the story of the at- 


tempted rescue of the track. 

It begins with a meeting of directors 
and stockholders of the pretentious 
racing plant, built by H. D. Brown at 
a cost of $3,600,000. 

The directors and stockholders had 
met at the call of Frederic McLaughlin, 
president of the race track association. 
The directors had heard alarming sto- 
ries of Druggan's and Lake's entrance 
into their playground. They wanted 
details. 

Emil Denemark, Frank Croissant 
and A. H. Dressel, ostensible members 
of the purchasing syndicate, were 
there with their lawyer. But the 
more they denied that Druggan and 
Lake were putting up the money for 
the $500,000 deal, the more the direc- 
tors and stockholders shook their 
heads. The denials failed to convince 
them that Terry and Frankie weren't 
ir. it. 

Discover Prior Option. 

“Whether they are in or out, the 
public thinks that Druggan and Lake 
are the men behind the purchase,” 
the stockholders said. “We can't 
take a chance. We'd rather see Ar- 
lington close its gates and forget that 
each of us has locked up $10,000 than 
be associated in such a deal. It's 
goodbye to our investment.” 

And that’s the way things stood 
when old Joe Catterinich, the mutuel 
man from Canada, arose. Joe has 
$175,000 invested in Arlington. ie 
also has a nice contract calling for 
his exclusive management of the mu- 
tuels and one-fourth of 1 per cent of 
the mutuel handle. Inasmuch as that 
figures about $1,000 a day for Joe you 
can see for yourself how nice that 
contract iss 

“Gentlemen,” said Joe, “a lot of 
you fellows have listened to folks 
knock me and call me names. But 
I'm going to show you my defamers 
were all wet.” 

And as he spoke he drew from the 
recesses of an inner pocket a frayed 
document. It was a contract made 
last year with Brown, giving Catter- 
nich an option on all of Brown's stock 
whenever he chose to sell. 


Subscribe $200,000 at Once. 

Before Catterinich had finished read- 
ing the hitherto unsuspected docu- 
ment, the directors and stockholders’ 
meeting had been transformed from 
„ wake to a jubilation. 

The stockholders and directors im- 
mediately sensed the fact that H. D. 
Brown, now that the forgotten option 
has been recalled, might cance] his 
dea] with Denemark, Croissant, Dres- 
sel et al. 

Within ten minutes the assembled 
rillionaires and friends had sub- 
scribed some $200,000 for a fund to pay 
Mr. Brown for his stock. Other di- 
rectors and stockholders will be solic- 
ited today. That they will sign the 
subscription sheets was not doubted. 
Some $350,000—maybe more—will be 
raised by tonight. 

Messrs. Denemark, Croissant, Dres- 
sel et al., will receive back whatever 
they paid in cash to turn the deal, 
the north shore men who have been 
backing the track will be in control 
of Arlington again, and the track will 
safe from Terry Druggan and 
Frankie Lake. 

At least that’s the hope of the direc- 
tors and stockholders. 

Following the meeting there was 
much activity at the Congress hotel. 
Joe Catterinich had established head- 
quarters there for the day. William 
Ryan, Sam Cole, and other minority 
stockholders were flitting about the 
lobby.

South Bass Lake, Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan, Aug. 13.—The large mouth 
black bass were hitting today, so cer- 
tain wild upsophisticated members of 
this finny tribe living in this secluded 


way back in the woods lake immediate- 


ly got into trouble with our lures. 
Although we are encamped on & 
lake filled with large mouths we hiked 


about one-quarter of a mile through 


the cool, dimly-lighted virgin forest 
to fish the big brother of our lake be- 
cause we wanted to explore and try 
new water. 

This second lake is surrounded with 
big timber from which nothing has 


been taken; it has a number of whop- 


ping big pines standing guard on the 
shore; both brook trout and large 
mouth bass inhabit its weedy depths 


and a bubbling spring pours out its 
cold water from a moasv pocket, so all 


in all we voted this second lake well 


worth two or three hours of exploring. 


We had a hunch that we might get 


both trout and bass on a fly if we 


fished around the old cedar snags 


which have fallen into the water near 


the spring. You can hear the water 


from this spring trickling into the lake 
and it is easy to picture this spot as 
an ideal one for bass and trout on 
a hot August day. 
with the fly, so we e 
underwater lures and a bait casting 
rod and the fun started immediately. 


But nothing doing

The bass were in the weed bed so 


we drifted over these hideouts in a 
cande and combed ‘em thoroughly 
with inviting feather and pork strip 
lures. There wasn’t much doubt but 
what the bass knew little about false 
feathers and flashing spinners. They 
socked everything we threw and as 
soon as they finished fighting back 
they went to the water unharmed. 
We saved one beauty, a chunky 3% 
pounder which was as black as the 
ace of spades. He ended his career 
in the frying pan.

BILLION DOLLAR 


BANK MERGER 


RUMOR PERSISTS 


Chicago stock market and financial | 


circles persisted yesterday in spec 
lating on the possibility of a billion 
dollar merger of Chicago's two largest 


banks. The demand for the shares of 


the Illinois Merchants Trust company 
and the Continental Nationa] Bank 
and Trust company was pointed to 
by brokers as indicating something 
in the air. 

While there have been denials of a 
consolidation, it was suggested these 
may have been based on the fact that 


only tentative conversations have taken“ 


place and no official action has been 


proposed or taken, and in big business 
no deal is regarded as closed until final 
action is taken. Furthermore, doubts 
have been expressed in some quarters as 
to the feasibility of such a deal. 


Continental at New Peak. 


However, Continental National bank 
shares continued in brisk demand yes- 
terday and mounted 30 points further 
to a new peak at 650. On the other 
hand, IlImois Merchants Trust shares 
were easier at 1,160 bid, compared with 
last week’s peak price of 1,265. 

Should a merger of the two institu- 
tions eventuate, it would give Chicago 
its first billion dollar banking institu- 
tion. On June 30, the Continental Na- 
tional reported total resources of $649,- 
188,202, including bank premises con- 
servatively valued at $10,650.000, The 
Illinois Merchants Trust reported total 
resources of $461,855,685, but its bank 
building was carried at only one dollar, 
although reputed to be worth around 
$15,000,000. The Continental reported 
capital at $35,000,000; surplus, 330,000. 
000; undivided profits, $4,452,212; loans 
and discounts, $373,350,125, and total de- 
posits, $532,560,653. The Illinois Mer- 
chants had capital of $15,000,000; sur- 
plus, $30,000,000; undivided profits, 
$297,397; loans and discounts, $265,393,- 
161, and total deposits, $362,482,742. 

Trade News Favorable. 


News of trade and industry continued 
cheerful yesterday. The General Mo- 
tors corporation reported July sales of 
dealers to consumers at 177,728 cars, a 
gain of nearly 32 per cent over a year 
ago, although a nal letdown from 
the earlier months of this year. Sales 
to dealers last month totaled 169,473 
cars, a gain of nearly 24 per cent over 
a year ago. 

In the steel industry, the Youngstown 
Sheet and Tube company advanced 
nearly all grades of rolled steel by $2 
a ton, while the Inland Steel company 
advanced black and galvanized sheets 
N Consumption of steel is 
ahead of production in the Youngstown 
district and as a result recent high 
levels of production are being main- 
tained and increases mads in some in- 
stances. Plant operations now are aver- 
aging approximately 80 per cent of ca- 
pacity. 

Inereased Copper Earnings. 

Reflecting the improvement in the cop- 
per industry, two of the important cop- 
per firms reported larger earnings for 
the first six months of 1928 than for 
the same period a year ago. 

Utah Copper company had substan- 
tially larger earnings for the first half 
of 1928 than in the same period of 1927, 
profit, before depletion charges and fed- 
eral taxes, amounting to $9,951,541, 
against $7,724,022. Second quarter profit 
was $5,485,321 before depletion and 
taxes, against $4,031,677 in the second 
quarter last year. 

Nevada Consolidated Copper corpora- 
tion reported profit of $5,718,498 for the 
half year, before depletion and federal 
taxes,-against $3,218,011 in the first half 
of 1927. Second quarter profit was $3.,- 
440,337 against $2,278,061 the preceding 
quarter, and $1,594,208 in the second

IN INVESTMENTS 


Washington, D. C., Aug. — 
The federal reserve board announced 
today that loans and investments of 
all member banks of the federal re- 
serve system on June 30 reached a 


new record total of $35,498,000,000, an |. 


increase of $1,354,000,000 since Web. 
28, the preceding call date, and of 
$2,531,000,000 for the year. 

Of the total increase since Feb. 28, 
member banks in central reserve cities 
reported $601,000,000, of which $490,000,- 
000 was in New York City banks; other 
reserve cities, an increase of $328,000,000, 
and country banks, an increase of $425,- 
000,000. 

Loans Up #5 Billions. 

Total loans were $24,739,000,000 on June 
30, an increase of $1,185,000,000 since 
Feb. 28 and of $1,591,000,000 since June 
30, 1927. The principal incredses in 
leans since Feb. 28 by federal reserve 
districts were: New York, $579,000,000; 
Chicago, $228,000,000; Boston, $112,000,- 
000; Philadelphia, $95,000,000; San Fran- 
cisco, $64,000,000; Atlanta, $29,000,000. 

Deposits of all classes aggregated $36,- 
007,000,000, an increase of $669,000,000 
since Feb, 28 and of $656,000,000 for the 
year. Net demand deposits were $59,- 
000,000 lower than in February and 
about the same amount less than a year 
ago, an increase of $97,000,000 at central 
reserve city banks, being more than off- 
set by declines of $123,000,000 in banks 
in other reserve cities, and $33,000,00v 
at country banks. Time deposits showed 
an increase of $516,000,000 since Feb. 28, 
and of $1,229,000,000 for the year. 

Borrowings increased in all federal re- 
agerve districts, except San Francisco, 
where a net decline of $38,000,000 was 
recorded. 

Land Banks Earn $4,686,476. 

According to the Federal Farm Loan 
board, the twelve federal land banks 


had net earnings for the first six Shoe 


months before deducting amounts 
charged off on account of depreciation 
of real estate owned, of $4,686,470, 
egainst $4,870,450 for the same period 
in 1927. June earnings were $678,708,

[Chicago Tribune 
(Copyright: 1928: By 
LONDON, Aug. 13.—The trade bal- 
ance of Great Britain not only showe 
improvement in July over June, but 
also records a gain in the first seven 
months of 1928 over the same period 
of the preceding year, the board of 
trade figures issued today reveal. 
Improvements are recorded on both 
sides of the ledger, exports increasing, 
while imports decreased. For the first 
seven months of this year Great Britain 
exported $87,500,000 worth of goods more 
than in the same period in 1927. At the 
same time the value of imports de- 
creased by $50,000,000, making the total 
improvement in trade balance $137,- 


500,000. 


July Exports Increase. 

The total exports for July are valued 
at $304,425,000, an increase of $7,500,000 
over the figures for June, 1928, and 
about $23,500,000 over that for July, 
1927. The month’s imports were less 
than $500,000,000, declining $20,000,000 
under last month's figures, but $10,000,- 
000 more than the imports of July, 1927. 

Total figures for the first seven months 
are as follows: Exports, 1927, £474,365,- 
397 (about $2,371,826,995) ; exports, 1928, 
£492,056,593 (about $2,660,282,965); un- 
ports, 1927, £710,612,117 (about $3,553,- 
060,585); imports, 1928, 700,632,590 
(about $3,503,162,950). 

Drop in Raw Materials. 


Imports of raw materials, however, 
were down this year nearly $60,000,000 
below the figure for the same period 
last year. Rubber has dropped most, 
$40,000,000 less having entered the coun- 
try than during the first seven months 
of 1927, $70,000,000 less than in 1926. 
Less coal and textile materials also 
were imported, though more wool was 
brought in. The increase in the exports 
of manufactured goods amounts to $100,- 
000,000.

Howard W. Sims, former chief ex- 
aminer for the Seventh Federal Reserve 
district, today takes the position of 
chief examiner for the Chicago Clearing 
House association. The appointment, 
which carries a salary of $30,000 a year, 
was announced at the time Charles H.

The public utility field may claim 
not only the largest American corpo 
ration, but also the greatest in the 
world. It is the American Telephone 
and Telegraph company, which is the 
keystone of a vast system of tele 
phone and telegraph companies which 
dominate the field. 

The American Telephone and Tele 


graph company was incorporated in 


1885. It is the parent company of the 
Bell system operating in the United 
States. Its major function is that of 
a holding company, banker, and cen- 
tral organization for 19 operating sub- 
sidiaries, which are classed as “ asso- 
ciated ” companies, covering in a gen- 
eral way the entire country. 
How It Dominates Field. 


The company owns all or virtually 
all of the capital stock of thirteen 
associated companies, the common 
stock of another, and a majority in- 
terest in all other cases with two 
minor exceptions. Five more operat- 
ing companies are dominated through 
members of the directly controlled 
group. 

The assets of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company alone 
are around $2,000,000,000. With all 
properties of the Bell-controlled com- 
panies included, however, the system 
represents assets exceeding $3,500,000,- 
000, thus forming the world’s leading 
business enterprise. 

Of all telephone instruments in the 
United States, which is slightly more 
than 60 per cent of the world’s total, 
the Bell system companies own ap- 
proximately 75 per cent, while inde- 
pendent companies owning the balance 
are mostly Bell-connecting. The par- 
ent company also owns about 32 per 
cent of the stock of the Bell Tele- 
phone Comapny of Canada and a half 
interest in the Key West-Havana cable. 
Within the last month, the company 
has effected a community of interest 
with the Western Union Telegraph

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KIN CANNON, 
SCIENTIST SAYS 


Predicts Auioker War, 
Planned in Secret. 


War in the future will be waged 
and won through the use of deadly 
explosives, poison gas, and other in- 
struments supplied by chemistry it 
was predicted last night by Sir. James 
C. Irvine of St. Andrew's university,, 
Scotland. 

His address was delivered before 
members of the American Chemical 
society institute meeting at North- 
western university in Evanston. 


“The whole machinery of war may 
be scrapped,” he said. Battleships 
may be sunk, armies disbanded, and 
fortresses demolished, but the chemi- 
cal factory must remain, and as long 
as it exists, it is a potential war fac- 
tory.” 

The chemist, he said, with emphasis, 
must not be blamed for the abuse of 
his discoveries. The same science that 
produces the materials that kill also 
produces the drugs that heal the 
woundg and the materials that pro- 
tect from the gas and the explosives, 
he said. 

“A modern works designed for | 
large scale production of organic com- 
pounds such as dyestuffs requires lit- 
tle change to produce explosives. 

“With little alteration in machinery 
or personnel it will become in a few 
hours a place from which will pour 
more deadly materials by far than 

the world war,” Sir 
James declared. | 


“Quite possibly the war of the fu- 
ture may be declared, waged ,and won 
within a few days,“ he continued. I 
do not speak in panic, but I have 
profound respect for the possibilities 
of chemistry. . 

“As matters stand at nt, the 
nation which possesses the most effi- 
cient chemical industry possesses the 
most efficient instrument of war. 

No peace treaty or visiting com- 
mission can control or even detect 
research work designed to furnish | 
lethal agents for the future, and this 
research may be going on now any- 
where in preparation for the next 
war.
